EDINBURGH, Scotland (AP) 
- - Whatever progress it is mak­ 
ing in the rest of the world, ecu­ 
menism is deeply bogged down 
in Scotland. In fact, in m any a 
m anse it’s alm ost a bad word. 
Some m inisters are 
almost 
vitriolic on the subject. And 
when they speak out, it drives 
the Vietnam war off the front 
pages. 
In Scotland the state-estab­ 
lished Church of Scotland (Pres­ 
byterian) is num erically over­ 
whelming. It claim s more than 
1.25 million adult m em bers out 
of Scotland’s population of five 
million. 
Next, but a long way behind, 
corns the Roman Catholics, An­ 
glicans — here called Episco­ 
palians ~ the Wee Frees, the 
Pentecostalist 
churches, 
the 
Mormons and J evhovah’s Wit­ 
nesses. 
All 
because 
the Church 
of 
Scotland can count on som e­ 
thing like 9 0 per cent of the 
churchgoing population, it feels 
it must em erge the dominant 
partner 
in 
any 
schem e 
for 
church unity. It would certainly 
resent having bishops imposed 
on it by the num erically sm all 
Episcopal Church, an outpost of 
the bigger Church of England. 
The Rt. Rev. Dr. R. Leonard 
Small, moderator of the General 
Assembly of the Church of Scot­ 
land, is well aware of the dan­ 
ger this presents to ecum enical 
progress. 
“ The Church of Scotland is 
very big,” he said. “ Its mere 
size is one of its handicaps and 
if those in a sm aller denomina­ 
tion have an almost subcons­ 
cious fear of a takeover bid, 
who can blame them ?” 
One who thinks the ecum eni­ 
cal movement will burn out is 
the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Whitley, 
m inister of the High Kirk of Ed­ 
inburgh. better known as St. 
G iles’s Cathedral. The man who 
speaks today from the pulpit of 
J ohn 
Knox, 
the 16 th century 
Scottish reformer, can he more 
outspoken than his white hair 
and twinkling eyes suggest. 
“ The ecum enical 
m ovem ent 
began at the wrong end — from 
above with the bishops, instead 
of from below with the people,” 
he said in his cathedral study. 
“ We have had the sam e faces 
dancing the bishops’ 
one-step 
for the past 20 years. 1 think 
they are naive to think there 
can be union. They should be 
realists.” 
Dr. Whitley said most Scots 
were 
opposed 
to 
the 
World 
Council of Churches and the 
British Council of Churches. 
“ There are plenty of carpet- 
laggin g 
theologians 
flitting 
from capital to capital and sit­ 
ting on endless com m ittees.” he 
said. “ But we in the Church of 
Scotland don’t like being told 
how to manage our affairs. If 
w e have got to have changes, 
then we want to make them on 
our own.” 
“ We know that in Scotland 
there is no possible chance of 
Scots buying the papacy — and 
the Roman Catholics here know 
it,” Dr. Whitley said. “ And we 
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don’t like the political im plica­ 
tions of what seem s to be a 
Church 
of 
England 
takeover 
bid, 
political 
because 
partly 
based 
on 
Establishment 
and 
monarchial considerations.” 
Exploratory talks have been 
held 
between 
the 
Anglican 
Church of England and Scottish 
Episcopal 
churches 
and 
the 
Presbyterian churches of Scot­ 
land and England. 
“ We should live together with 
other churches and show toler­ 
ance,” he said. “ We have wel­ 
comed every kind of denomina­ 
tion here. I have had a Chinese, 
an American Southern Baptist 
and a South African here as as­ 
sistant ministers. I think we 
should break down existing bar­ 
riers by having an open church 
and an open (holy) table. That 
is part of what the Reformation 
was all about.” 
Another church leader gloomy 
about the ecum enical prospects 
is the Very Rev. George Mac­ 
Leod, a former moderator of the 
Church of Scotland. 
‘Our society is a dying shell 
and only as the church is obedi­ 
ent shall we iind ourselves to­ 
gether,” he says. 
“ Right 
now 
the 
church 
is 
m issing all the big issues—the 
killing in Vietnam, the popula­ 
tion explosion, the world mone­ 
tary crisis, and so on. It’s time 
for the new reformation. The 
church must concern itself more 
with the world—such things as 
peace and war. What, docs it 
matter 
about 
the 
apostolic 
succession when we have these 
real problems to tackle? 
“ The church is just not suf­ 
fering. It talks of preparing the 
big day of unity, the big day of 
disarmament, and so on. Rut 
none of these days will come 
unless she is obedient now. 
“ Rome is fixed in a dying pat­ 
tern, while we have no pattern 
at all. The age of Christendom 
is ended. We have to start out 
again. After the age of God the 
Father and the age of Christ, we 
are now starting the age of the 
Spirit. God has brought us to 
our knees 
in order that 
we 
should hear Him speak again.”

ATS 2 
Into Orbit 
Tuesda y 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
•— ATS 2, a monster spacecraft, 
almost as long as a football 
field, will be aimed into earth 
orbit Tuesday toting cameras 
wh ich could permit h ome TV 
viewers to see live pictures 
from space. 
Th e 815-pound craft, named 
ATS 2 for th e second Applica­ 
tions Tech nology Satellite, h as 
been developed to improve sa­ 
tellite communications and con­ 
trol systems, and to h elp weath ­ 
ermen make more accurate 
long-range forecasts. 
It consists of a drum-sh aped 
equipment section five feet in 
diameter and six feet tall. Four 
booms — each 132 feet long — 
radiate out from th e sides of th e 
equipment section to give th e 
satellite th e sh ape of a h uge X. 
If th e booms were fully ex­ 
tended, th e craft would measure 
269 feet from tip to tip. How­ 
ever, project officials said th ey 
plan to roll th e booms out part 
way so its actual size in space 
will be about 251 feet. 
Th e booms are part of a con­ 
trol system wh ich will use 
earth ’s gravity to keep one side 
of th e satellite facing th is planet 
at all times. Gravity pulls a 
swinging pendulum, in th is case 
th e booms, toward earth — even 
in earth orbit. By manipulating 
th e booms and extending th em 
different length s, officials h ope 
to flip ATS 2 around so different 
sides face earth at different 
times. 
Th e control system includes 
two standard television cameras 
wh ich will watch th e booms. In 
ATS 2’s planned 6,905-mlIe-h igh 
circular orbit, th e cameras are 
expected to sh ow th e full earth 
disk in th e background —- mak­ 
ing th is planet appear much like 
a full moon.

FREEPORT, Bahamas (AP) 
— The opulent artificiality of 
this little corner of the British 
Empire ev okes an image of a 
rich man’s Brasilia.

The product of Grov es’ v ision 
is an unusual combination of 
busy factories and small plants, 
giant hotels, luxurious residen­ 
tial suburbs and somnolescent 
beach v illas.

Grov es’ enterprises were lo­ 
cated on Grand Bahama, 76 
miles east of Palm Beach, Fla. 
It’s the northernmost of the 700- 
mile string of islands called the 
Bahamas, a British colony rich 
in pirate lore. 
The name Bahamas supposed­ 
ly deriv es from the Spanish 
“bajo mar,” or shallow sea. The 
islands sit on a shelf laced with 
dangerous 
coral 
reefs 
that 
snared many ships in the traffic 
between Europe and the New 
World. This became a fav orite 
hideout for rov ing bands of pi­ 
rates. 
W’hen 
he came to Grand 
Bahama some 25 years ago. 
Grov es saw more than the lush 
cov er of long-leaf yellow pine, 
cactus and thick underbrush. 
He conv inced the colony’s 
gov ernor of the possibilities. A 
legislativ e measure called the 
Hawksbill Creek Act allowed 
him, in lit55, to acq uire 50,000 
acres at $2.80 each. He extended 
his holdings to the present 211 
sq uare miles, or half the island 
of Grand Bahama. 
The price per acre today runs 
as high as $60,000, although 
‘‘cijown land,” such as Grov es 
acq uired, can still be had at 
prices ranging from $140 to $1.- 
1?0 per acre. The property is 
'called crown land because it 
belongs to the q ueen’s gov ern­ 
ment.

Is any thing acco mplished by po l­ 
itical parties ho lding ward meetings 
prio r to city electio ns? 
The questio n is asked o ccasio nal­ 
ly by tho se who hav e attended such 
meetings in the past and were disap­ 
po inted by the few perso ns present to 
hear the party leaders and candidates 
speak. 
Mo reo v er, they po int to the 
fact that the po litical messages arc 
directed to a gro up already dedicated 
to suppo rt the party ’s candidates 
witho ut as much as missing an “ x .’* 
Tho se perso ns who debunk the 
v alue o f ward meetings because so me 
go o d po litical speeches reach o nly a 
few party stalwarts, o v erlo o k the fact 
that such meetings do pro v ide a plat­ 
fo rm fo r speakers who se remarks to 
a few are presented to the many by 
means o f the daily newspaper. True, 
the remarks are co ndensed but the 
punch lines are repro duced. 
So , by ho lding ward meetings, all 
is no t lo st o n a limited audience which 
frequently partisans in their enthu­ 
siasm are inclined to o v erestimate. 
Apro po s o f inflated o r deflated 
cro wd estimatio ns, Herbert Jaco bs, a 
lecturer in jo urnalism at the Univ er­ 
sity o f Califo rnia, has dev ised what 
he calls “ Jaco bs’ cro wd fo rmula.’* 
This calls fo r walking o ff the length 


and width o f a gathering, then adding 
the two figures.

Jaco bs repo rtedly perfected his 
fo rmula by study ing a student strike 
rally at the univ ersity , which v ario us 
o bserv ers 
estimated 
as 
co ntaining 
fro m 5,0 0 0 to 1 0 ,0 0 0 participants. 
Jaco bs actually co unted heads in an 
enlarged pho to and came 
up with 
2 ,80 4 . 
So meo ne may want to try o ut 
Jaco b’s fo rmula 
nex t time Pettis 
co unty has a po litical rally and fish 
fry which used to be so po pular in 
the go o d o ld day s. 


Altho ugh candidate campaigning 
has no t dev elo ped into the spectacu­

What is demonstrated also is 
the awesome size of today ’s 
ships Such an unlikely disaster 
to Britain from the seas it once 
ruled could not have happened a 
couple of decades ag o.

If the ty pical tanker of 1950 
had g one ag round in the same 
spot the resulting disturbance 
would have been a nuisance 
rather than a trag edy , leaving 
no more residue on the Cornwall 
beaches than a midterm holiday 
bv a colleg e crowd.

Larg er ships mig ht have been 
possible during the war but, 
moving lang uidly , they would 
have been easy submarine tar­ 
g ets. 
The Torrey Cany on, now a 


wreck off Eng land’s southwest 
coast, represents a peacetime 
development. Fully loaded 
it 
weig hs more than 118,000 tons. 
The Torrey Cany on neverthe­ 
less was not nearly the larg est 
tanker afloat. 
The Japanese, 
whose shipy ards have pioneered 
the new size and 
shape of 
thing s, has afloat the Idemitus 
Maru, all 205,000 tons of it. 
And 
still this is only the 
beg inning . 
An 
oil 
company 
hopes to beg in operating some­ 
time nex t y ear the first of six 
tankers,

tons. 
Such tonnag e causes tanker 
desig n to stretch bey ond 1,000 
feet.

y ears. Then suddenly it didn’t. 
And just because it didn’t, it did 
President Johnson and the Unit­ 
ed States a big favor. But it 
meant to do the opposite. 
Just when Jolinson’s populari­ 
ty was way down and American 
prestig e around the world was 
suffering because of the war in 
Vietnam, Hanoi on its own re­ 
vealed the repeated efforts of 
Johnson to find some road to 
peace. 
If Johnson had looked intlex i- 
ble about making 
war until 
these 
revelations 
about 
his 
peace efforts, which Hanoi ri­ 
diculed, now it’s the North Viet­ 
namese who look buJlheaded. 
They made Johnson look better, 
themselves worse. 
This was the opposite of their 
intentions. 
For y ears on the canvas of the 
world Hanoi had painted John­ 
son and the United States as 
berserk monsters and ag g res­ 
sors .and, in the process, belit­ 
tled all the American state­ 
ments about wanting peace. 
North Vietnam’s leader. Ho 
Chi Minh, had a pat answer for 
American 
peace 
sug g estions: 
Stop the bombing unconditional­ 
ly , althoug h Johnson had or­ 
dered bombing pauses to see if 
North Vietnam would respond. 
It didn’t. 
Gradually the American posi­ 
tion 
hardened. 
Johnson 
laid 
down the preliminary condition 
for peace: If this country is to 
stop the bombing , Hanoi must 
show it is interested in peace by 
reducing some of its own war- 
making . 
Johnson’s critics, here and 
elsewhere, ig noring his propos­ 
al, apparently preferred to lis­ 
ten 
to 
Hanoi. 'Hiey clubbed 
Johnson for not doing what Ha­ 
noi demanded: Stop the bomb­ 
ing unconditionally or at least 
indefinitely . 
They skipped over the fact 
that North Vietnam had ig nored 
several chances — during the 
bombing pauses — to show it 
was interested in ending the 
war. 


At the time of the last bomb­ 
ing pause in February , Johnson 
wrote Ho Chi Minh directly , 
proposing peace steps. But the 
North Vietnamese leader didn’t 
answer until the day after John­ 
son finally ordered the bombing 
resumed. 
And all Ho Chi Mmli did then 
was what he had done before. 
He ridiculed Johnson’s efforts. 
Worse still, from Washing ton’s 
view, 
he 
didn’t 
even 
show 
enoug h interest in peace to hint 
at some further correspondence. 
While 
Johnson 
could 
have 
made capital out of this, by 
making 
the 
correspondence 
public to show Ho Chi Minh had 
rejected his peace g esture, he 
didn’t. He considered the whole 
business too delicate to risk 
wrecking it by ex posure. 
For some twisted reason — it 
showed no sense, since it was 
bound to work ag ainst them — 
the North Vietnamese broadcast 
the Johnson-Ho Chi Minh corre­ 
spondence, along with the usual 
ridicule. 
All it did was reveal that Ha­ 
noi wouldn’t budg e. Meanwhile, 
U Thant, secretary -g eneral of 
the United Nations, proposed to 
both Johnson and Ho Chi Minh 
three steps to bring peace. 
The United States promptly 
accepted, with some reserva­ 
tions. North Vietnam apparently 
answered “no,” for while its 
response to Thant has not been 
made public the Hanoi Radio 
has indicated a refusal to deal 
or listen. 
Thus twice within a few weeks 
Hanoi presented itself to the 
world as inflex ible, repudiating 
the peace efforts of both John­ 
son and Thant. But that wasn’t 
all North Vietnam did to make 
Johnson and the United States 
look better and itself worse. 
This 
week 
the 
Washing ton 
Post 
reported 
that 
'm oi’s 
newspaper Nhan Dan Sc i the 
United States had made 30 at­ 
tempts to start peace neg otia­ 
tions. 
Here ag ain Johnson had kept 
q uiet on these bids for peace. 
But the Communist paper de­ 
nounced all these efforts as 
“ tricks,” to soften world opinion 
about “ U.S. ag g ression.” 


But, by publicizing Johnson’s 
efforts for peace and its own 
repudiations, » Hanoi very effec­ 
tively helped soften world opin­ 
ion about this country . 
This doesn’t make sense — 
from the standpoint of Hanoi’s 
own self-interest. Which raises a 
natural q uestion- What kind of 
thinking g oes on in North Viet­ 
nam?

The 
purpose of the Corps is to train 
y oung men and women for jobs, 
and Mr. Kelly ex pects the train­ 
ees to stick to the rules of con­ 
duct. 
“ Every job has rules of how 
a persons should look and act,” 
said the director. The standard 
of behavior is g iven to each 
trainee in a rule book. “ By fol­ 
lowing Job Corp rules,” the 
book say s, “y ou learn to follow 
the rules of the job y ou will 
g et. Your employ er will ex pect 
y ou to be polite, not swear or 
use dirty words, avoid being 
loud and roudy , be neat, clean 
and properly dressed according 
to center rules, keep hair neat 
and presentable.” Some of the 
other rules are: no hitchhiking , 
no smoking in bed, no g ambling 
and no alcoholic beverag es at 
the center.

Ba n On USIA Ma teria l Is Lifted

WASHINGTON - The hard-boiled, fre- 
quently critical advisory commission on 
U S. Information has just come out with a 
vitally important report reversing itself on 
the use of propaganda information in the 
United States. 
It was decided that the materials, movies, 
programs of tlie U.S. Information Agency 
are so good that the American people should 
be permitted to see and read the same 
information which is sent to the people of 
Russia, Africa, China and the rest of the 
world. 
Hitherto, this information was banned 
from the American public by law — and 
still IS. The American people are not per­ 
mitted to see the film on the hfe of John 
F. Kennedy or other material — unless Con­ 
gress passes a special act giving permission. 
This ban, called Public Law 402, was pass­ 
ed because of Congressional fear that the 
American public might be “propagandized” 
by the U.S. Government. Some of the news 
agencies, AP, UPI, and some of the TV 
executives were also fearful of government 
competition. 
So one of the jobs of the U.S. Advisory 
Commission on information was to police 
this and make sure the law was obey ed. 
The Commission is composed of hard-boil­ 
ed executives - Palmer Hoy t, publisher 
of the Denver Post; Sigurd Larmon form­ 
erly of the Young and Rubicam advertis­ 
ing agency ; Morris Novik of the AFL-CIO; 
and Frank Staton, president of CBS. 
They have now reversed themselves. 
“The Commission feels that after almost 
two decades the walls can come down,” 
its members recommend. “The time has 
come when the vigilance of Congress and 
the Press may be relied upon to provide 
sufficient safeguard against partisanship 
and the promulgation of a particular ad­ 
ministration’s point of view. 
“ The American taxpay er ihould no longer 


be prohibited from seeing and study ing the 
product a government agency produces 
with public funds for overseas audiences.” 
The Commission also pay s tribute to the 
“dedicated work of USIA personnel at home 
and abroad” now under the direction of 
USIA Director Leonard Marks.

He said that thousands of re­ 
fund checks are returned to In­ 
ternal Revenue every y ear be­ 
cause the postman cannot de­ 
liver them. 
Illegible names or addresses 
cause many refund checks to be 
returned undelivered.

ING OR 'HTING y our name, 
address and zip code at the top 
of the return, and entering y our 
correct social security number

The answer to this question 
is that we do use the four no- 
trump opening bid about once 
every y ear or so and when we 
do we are asking for aces. In 
other words our opening four 
no-trump is immediate Black­ 
wood. 
Today ’s hand shows this bid 
at work. South is a trifle shock­ 
ed to find that he is expected 
to play a diamond slam without 
a diamond in his hand but he 
recovers from the shock in time 
to collect for the game, slam 
and rubber. 
It is evident that North and 
South would have no trouble 
getting to six diamonds on al­ 
most any bidding sequence, but 
the opening four no-trump is 
really valuable here. 
Suppose, for example, that 
North opened with a natural 
forcing two diamond bid or an 
artificial forcing two club bid. 
East is not vulnerable. 
He 
can’t be expected to get into 
the bidding at the five level but 
any East worth his salt would 
surely get into action at the two 
level and stick in a two-spade 
overcall. 
South would pass and West 
would bid either three hearts 
or three spades. This would not 
stop North from try ing Black­ 
wood at his second turn to bid 
but it also would not stop East 
and West taking a save at six 
spades. 
Six spades would be 
down three tricks for 500 points 
but that is a lot less than pay ­ 
ing for a successful slam.

Patterson is chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations Commit­ 
tee which opens hearings on the 
House • passed bill 
M on d a y 
morning. It plans to work full 
time during the Senate’s Easter 
recess ending April 4. 
A cursory examination of the 
House bills, Patterson said, in­ 
dicates some errors but he does 
not expect the Senate commit­ 
tee to make many changes. No 
new big requ^ts have come in 
since the House action. 
The 
governor 
requested 
a 
budget of almost $13 billion. 
The House cut this to $1.106 bil­ 
lion. 
But 
many 
of 
the 
House 
changes were effected by shift­ 
ing from general revenue (taxi 
money 
to 
federal 
or 
other 
funds. 
As far as general revenue is 
concerned, a study by the State 
Fiscal Affairs Committee shows 
it was cut by a total of $1.3 mil­ 
lion. 
The House added $740,287 in 
the operations budget from gen­ 
eral revenue but cut capital 
improvements by more than $2 
million. 
Most of the capital improve­ 
ment cut came in reducing the 
proposed 
appropriation 
for a 
new state office building in Jef­ 
ferson City from $5 million to 
$3 million. 
“ It 
was 
felt 
an 
adequate 
building could be built for $3 
million.” said House Appropria­ 
tions Chairman E. J. Cantrell, 
D-Overland. 
Additions 
to 
the 
Supreme 
Court building also were re­ 
duced from $1 million to $500,- 
000./Cantrell said the commit­ 
tee felt that would be adequate 
to provide space for expansion 
of the court’s library and new 
personnel. 
As things turned out, the gov­ 
ernor recommended $82 million 
for capital improvements, in­ 
cluding almost $11 million in 
federal 
matching 
funds. The 
House 
approved 
$80 
million 
plus. 
On most of the other appro­ 
priation bills, the House was 
very close to the governor’s fig­ 
ures. 
When the Senate committee 
starts work it will hear operat­ 
ing requests and capital im­ 
provement requests at the same 
time in the interest of speed­ 
ing up the hearings.

Co rrect Time? Ask the Bird s 


Just about the same time every 
ev ening the sky over Sedalia is al­ 
most darkened by hundreds of thous­ 
ands of birds coming into town from 
the northwest. 
They are almost as 
numerous as the starlings which cre­ 
ated such a nuisance and disease 
menace in the Dexter neighborhood 
last year. 
If you hear the beating of pans 
or other noise making devices, they 
may be recognized as efforts of Seda- 
lians to divert the black birds into 
a course inconsistent 
with their plan­ 
ned timing to alight in local trees for 
the night. 
There 
is something mysterious 
about the timing of these feathered 
creatures in mass formation flight, 
but we read recently that in the areas 
of time and timing man, in his infin­ 
ite wdsdom. is a hum compared to mi­ 
grating bird.s. 
Surely, it is interest- 
ing to w'atch them as you beat a pan 
to confuse their precision flight. 
Samuel A. Goudsmit and Robert 
riairborne have written a volume on 
“Time” for the Life Science Library 
series. If man, the authors infer, had 


the built-in instinct for precision 
timing that a bird possesses, he might 
be able to get along without a road 
map, clock, compass, atlas, or calen­ 
dar. He might even get along without 
a secretary to remind him he’s about 
to be late for a meeting. 
The authors point out that if 
a 
bird has an unobstructed view of the 
sun or stars, he can check it against 
his internal image of the skies and 
his precise time instinct, make navi­ 
gational corrections and land smack 
on target. 
How' about that? 
But it sounds logical watching 
tho.se millions of birds each evening 
homing in on Sedalia 
to roost 
at 
night, being diverted by noisy hu­ 
mans, and then getting right back on 
course again. 
Watch them tonight—it's fascin­ 
ating and 
you w ill co nclude 
that the 
mvstique of instinctive timing is 
strictly for the birds. This is so, even 
though you and your noise-maker may 
finally divert them to roost in a neigh­ 
bor’s trees instead of your owm.

SANTIAGO—“ The Latin American people 
are developing a critical viewpoint.” .said 
President Eduardo Frei .Montalva of Chile. 
“They are not interested in dinners 
and 
speeches They want results. They consider 
President Johnson a doer, a pusher, and 
with his push, if nothing is accomplished 
at the Summit 
Conference 
they will 
be 
disappointed.” 


President Frei wa.s of the opinion that 
the most im portant accomplishment at the 
Summit Conference 
probably 
would 
be 
through regional agreem ents. 


He did not elaborate, but already Central 
America is working on its own joint eco­ 
nomic problems through a common m ar­ 
ket; Bolivia is talking about piping gas to 
the industrial city of Sao Paulo in Brazil; 
Venezuela and Colombia are working on 
their mutual problems; and the only way 
to iolvf the joint problems of Peru, Bolivia, 
ind Chile is through treaties on irrigation 
and access*t(vthe-sea agreem ents. 


Some of the.se Latin American problem.s 
can no more be settled without cooperation 
by neighbors than the state of .New York 
can prevent air pollution over .Manhattan 
without getting agreem ents from the stale 
o f New Jersey. 


And for centuries in Latin .America this 
cooperation has been absent. Instead there 
have been the sam e national rivalries which 
churned up Western Europe until it com­ 
bined to form the now prosperous common 
market. 
Jetf Vi . Schools 


President Frei had told me in some de­ 
tail about the im portance of education in 
Chile and the advances his adm inistration 
had made in building schools and training 
teachers. I asked him why, if education was 


« 0 im portant, Chile was spending money on 
new British Hawker hunter fighter planes 
which Chile did not need unless for use 
against her neighbors. 
“ There are only 21 planes, and they cost 
only $20 million.” President Frei .shot back. 
“ All of our present planes are out of date, 
and the Air Force has needed new planes 
to train young pilots. 
These new British 
Hunters are not even supersonic. We de­ 
velop our pilots from the Air Force for 
comm ercial aviation. 
“ The Chilean Navy wanted a carrier,” 
said President Frei, “ but I said no, we 
couldn’t afford it. However, we could afford 
these new British H unters.” 
“ Why don't you eliminate rivalry between 
the m ilitary of Latin American countries 
by training your troops jointly, just as the 
NATO arm ies are trained jointly between 
West Germany, Belgium, and the Nether­ 
lands?” I asked. 
President Frei said he never thought of 
this but said he would keep an open mind. 
Frei was elected President in a bitter bat­ 
tle with Dr. Salvadore Allenda, who had 
the all-out support of the Communist and 
Socialist parties and who cam paigned on a 
promise to expropriate all foreign property 
in Chile. Frei and the Christian Democratic 
party also m ade promises about curtailing 
American copper influence. W hichever side 
won, it looked bad for the huge Anaconda 
and Kennecott copper interests which have 
long dominated the economy of Chile. 
In Chile, with the price of copper zooming 
as a result of the w ar in .Vietnam and with 
the United States buying every pound it 
can get, copper is m ore than ever the back­ 
bone of the Chilean economy. 


I asked President Frei, therefore, how he 
had solved the problem of regulating Amer­ 
ican copper companies in conformity with 
bis campaign statem ents, yet at the sam e 
time continuing top production. 
A Pro fita ble Pa rtnership 
“ We do not seek to take over the copper 
lompanies but rath er to h a vt 
so ma voice 


in their direction,” President Frei explain­ 
ed. “ We want a partnership 
which 
will 
profit both of us. Y esterday I signed the last 
contract with a copper company—Kennecott. 
Jt provide.s for partnership. 


“ Some Chileans complain that the copper 
companies seem pleased with the new con­ 
tracts, 
h rei continued. “ And since they 
are pleased, some Chileans suspect 
that 
there is something wrong 
Rut 
there 
is 
nothing wrong when both sides are happy 
with a contract. 


“ When one side is sad. then a contract 
is not good. But when two intelligent parties 
are convinced that the other will not cheat 
the other, then you have a good contract. 
I believe that this is what we have worked 
out in our paitnership arrangem ents with 
the American copper companies 


“ Under the new arrangem ent, the Amer­ 
ican companies will invest $540 million in 
Chile in tour years. .And Anaconda has be­ 
gun its investment even before the 
new 
contract wa.s signed. 


“ As a result of these investments we will 
have, by 1970. a production of 1.200,000 tons 
of copper, doubling annual output. And our 
production of refined copper will increase 
from 200,000 tons, as it i.s now, to 750.000 
tons. " 


President Frei went on to explain how 
he was applying this sam e rule regarding 
partnership between Chile and foreign cap­ 
ital to steel and other industries. 
He said 
that the .American Export-Im port Bank in 
Wa.shington had okay’d a loan for Chile's 
steel company which would double the pro­ 
duction of steel, and that two months ago 
he had opened two big cellulose plants in 
cooperation with A m erican capital. 


“ On Sunday I go to concepció n to open 
our first ethylene plant. We are also start­ 
ing automobile assem bly plants in coopera­ 
tion with Fiat, Ford and Chrysler. 


“ These are some of the ways you can 
bring about 
revolution 
without 
a 
firing 
squad.” concluded the President of Chile.

Those are the words of one of 
President Johnson’s aides. The 
place was 
Guam 
where

Vietnam ’s Prem ier Nguyen Cao 
Ky. 
And this was the occasion: Ky 
handed the President an em ­ 
bossed copy of South Vietnam ’.s 
rtew constitution which Saigon’s 
constituent 
as.sembly, 
after 
working on it since September, 
had just approved so Ky could 
take it to Guam. 
If the Americans were moved 
to tears it wa.s because this con­ 
stitution was the first solid step 
toward a dem ocratic society by 
a people who had endured end­ 
less centuries of domination by 
Chinese, m andarins, em perors, 
and the colonialist French. 
The sam e Johnson aide said 
that before Ky left Saigon he 
had 
worked 
four 
days 
and 
nights to get the constitution 
through the assem bly. Election 
of a president and a new assem ­ 
bly will follow in a few months. 
“ The 
Americans 
were 
fa­ 
tigued by their long journey to 
G uam ,” the aide said, “ but Ky 
should have been exhausted. He 
wasn't. He was very self-confi­ 
dent.” Newsmen who watched 
and heard him at Guam can 
te.stify to that. 
Ky a.sserted him self at Guam 
—to such an extent that he took 
the headlines away from John­ 
son — and has continued to do 
so since, which m ay have a sig­ 
nificant effect on the w ar and 
American relations with South 
Vietnam. 
In the past week some promi­ 
nent 
South Vietnamese 
have 
expressed great hope for the 
future, believing a popularly- 
supported. established govern­ 
m ent will take the starch out of 
the Viet Cong and induce North 
Vietnam to talk peace. 
They were realistic enough to 
believe that just achieving a 
dem ocratic governm ent 
is not 
enough — to prove it can endure 
will take a little tim e and until 
then American help will contin­ 
ue to be needed. 


At 
a 
news 
conference 
in 
Guam Ky called for broadening 
and intensifying the war against 
North 
Vietnam. 
He 
blasted 
those American critics of John­ 
son and the war who call for an 
end to bombing the North and 
for a coalition government in 
South Vietnam to include the 
present enemy, the Met Cong. 


Ky said: “ It's now our turn to 
say 
something. 
We 
are 
not 
going to accept communism in 
South Vietnam and nobody is 
going to be able to impose com­ 
munism on us. We will never 
accept a coalition with Commu­ 
nists.” 


But the self-confidence didn't 
first show itself at Guam. When 
Johnson last February’ ordered 
a bombing pause over the Viet- 
name.se lunar new year, hoping 
this might persuade North Viet­ 
nam to make a peace move, 
nothing happened. 
It will probably go down as a 
futile 
American 
gesture. 
But 
one significant thing. perhap.s 
overlooked, did happen in con­ 
nection with the lunar pause. 
Ky's South Vietname.se gov­ 
ernm ent by then had reached a 
point 
of 
such 
self-confidence 
that in a surprise move it of­ 
fered to di.scuss with North Viet­ 
nam a much longer pause in the 
bombing. North Vietnam did not 
accept. 
Still later, im mediately after 
the Guam meeting. South Viet­ 
nam 's chief of state. Nguyen 
V’an Thieu, announced his gov­ 
ernm ent had proposed a peace 
meeting with the North, saying 
that if they were ready, “ We 
are ready.” 
This apparently was part of 
South Vietnam ’s reply — which 
wa.sn't made public until this 
week — to the three-step peace 
proposal made by U Thant, sec­ 
retary-general 
of 
the 
United 
Nations. 
Thant had suggested, in this 
order, a stand-by truce in V iet- 
narn. 
then 
prelim inary 
talks 
before an international confer­ 
ence. then the conference. South 
Vietnam 's 
foreign 
minister, 
Tran Van Do. said his country 
had agreed “ in principle” with 
Thant’s suggestion.

The ability to read has be­ 
come an essential part of our 
living. If your child appears to 
be of normal intelligence, has 
a good vocabulary and gets 
along with other children hut 
is having trouble in school be­ 
cause he can't read, you should 
take him to your eye doctor. 
The technical name for read­ 
ing difficulty in an otherwise 
intelligent child is dyslexia. The 
condition is more common in 
boys than in girls and affects 
an estim ated 10 per cent of all 
children. 
The dyslexic child often shows 
no preference for his right or 
his left hand and his eye domi­ 
nance can be shown to be equal­ 
ly uncertain. The disability may 
be due in part to incomplete 
development of dominance m 
one half of the brain. 
W h e n 
neither half of the brain is dom­ 
inant. 
skill

velops slowly 
Other causes of 
dyslexia 
include a 
home en­ 
vironment in which reading is 
not encouraged, poor teaching 
methods, impaired hearing and 
speech problems. 
Early diagnosis (before age 
7 1, treatm ent to promote the 
development of one - sided dom­ 
inance and special training in 
reading have enabled many a 
dyslexic child to catch up with 
his schoolmates. Parents have 
also noted an improvement » n 
general behavior as these chil­ 
dren 
approach the standards 
achieved by their classm ates. 
The diagnosis of dyslexia de­ 
pends on an early suspicion by 
parents and teachers that some­ 
thing is wrong and that the 
child is not merely being stupid 
or obstinate. Next an exam ina­ 
tion should be made by an 
ophthalmologist and possibly a 
child psychologist. If your child 
is found 
to 
be dyslexic, be 
thankful that classes in rem edi­ 
al reading are now available in 
almost every city. Attendance 
in such a class m ay m ake the 
difference between a well - ad­ 
justed child and a chronic fail­ 
ure.

O’s and A’s On 
Tax Matters

The 
column answers question.s 
most frequently asked by 
taxpayers. 
Q — I’ve heard that it’s bet­ 
ter to give stock rather than 
rash to a charity or college. Is 
that true? 
.A — If you have stock which 
has appreciated in value, you 
m ay avoid paying tax on the 
appreciation by giving it to a 
charitable 
organization. 
T h e 
charity gets full value of the 
stock; you may deduct the fair 
m arket value of the stock at the 
time of the donation, and thera 
is no tax to pay on the apprecia­ 
tion in value. 
Q — I am retiring and plan 
to move to an apartm ent. If 
we give some of our furniture 
to the Salvation Army will that 
be counted as a charitable con­ 
tribution? 
A — Yes. To m ake sure you 
receive credit for the donation, 
prepare a statem ent showing 
what you donated, the fair m ar­ 
ket value and the method you 
used to arrive at that valuation. 
The date of the donation and 
nam e and address of the donee 
should a lso be noted. 
Q — I'm clea n in g o u t m y 
reco rd s. Ho w long d o I have to 
keep copies of m y old tax re­ 
turns and related records? 
A — Records should be kept 
a.s long as they are m aterial 
to your tax obligations. General­ 
ly speaking, keep copies of your 
tax returns and related records 
for at least, three years aftnr 
the return was filed. Some rec­ 
ords, such as property acquisi­ 
tions. capital improvements and 
the like, should be kept for t 
much longer period. 
Q — I s there any tax to pay 
if I m ake a gift of my house 
to my son? 
A — You may have to pay 
federal gift tax on the transac­ 
tion but there would be no tax 
for your .son. Gift tax returns 
more than $.3,000 is m ade to one 
recipient during 
a c a l e n d a r 
year.
